Oberlin 'Prof! 


Dberiln, April 22.—Efforts 
on 


the part of inventor Marconi and 
Professor Todd, of Amherst col- 
lege, to catch signals from Mars, 
were ridiculed here today by Pro- 
fessor F, Easton Cnrr, of the de- 
partment of astronomy and math- 
ematics at Oberlln college, 


Professor 
Carr 
characterized 


both attempts as "visionary" and 
enunciated the following points in 
support of his conclusions, 


1—That while ho bo!io\os 


Mars to Ix> inhabited, it Is ex- 
tremely doubtful 
If civiliza- 


tion there anywhere nearly ap- 
proaches* that of the earth. 


2—That even In tho event 


of the inhabitants of Mara be- 
ing aware of such intentions 
and in readiness to conceive 
such signals, it would require 
30O jears for them to perfect 
apparatus of sufficient power 
to return the messages. 


8—That communication be- 


tireon the earth and Mars is 
impossible, due to the 
fact 


there is no common ground to 
uoi-k on, or in other words, to 
be successful there 
mnst be 


successful there must be some 
common 
method 
of 
inter- 


course. 
Professor Carr's 
attitude dis- 


closed he entertains the view noth- 
ing of moment will be forthcoming 
as tho result of the Marconi expe- 
dition at sea and Professor Todd's 
experiment on land. 
He declared 


the primary barrier 
to such at- 


tempts is the great distance to be 
covered by such signals, since de- 
spite the fact Mars has now reach- 
ed Its nearest position to the earth 
it still lies from 60.000,000 to 75,-

Coming to the problems of Asia 


Minor, President King spoke of the 
situation in Armenia, 
"Armenia 


must be made a separate state be- 
cause first, the Tuiks are not fit 
to rule a subject Christian people, 
being unfit to rule 
even 
them- 


selves; because secondly, the Ar- 
menians would assuredly 
become 


the victims of further massacres, 
this policy of extermination being 
evidently a stats policy; because 
thirdly, it is impossible far the twr 
races to live 
together; 
because 


fourthly, nothing other than a sep 
arate Armenian stato can satisfi 
the conscience of civilization, and 
because finally, the 
Armenians 


have earned the right to the pro- 
tection and opportunity that a sep 
arate state would afford '>

be necessary for such an Armenian 
state to have a strong and humane 
mandatory.

It appears that opposition to the soldiers' bonus has 
leveloped in Washington and the remarkable argument 
wPaflvanced by Representative Good of Iowa that this 
Ijpnus should not be paid because the people in turn will 
Rjure to pax the bonus; and while it will serve four mil- 
Iron soldiers, it will anger a hundred million other peo- 
ple. 
1 ,We believe Mr. Good very nearly slanders the 
American people by this statement. It the bonus, in 
justice, should be paid to the American soldiers, then it 
is "a bill that the balance of the country should meet, as 
it:should meet any other just bill, and a man who would 
become angry over the payment of a just bill is either a 
fool or a knave, and he may be both. We do not believe 
this of the American people. 


As to just how the amount should be raised is an- 


other question. It has been proposed that it be raised 
by a tax based upon a percentage of the total gross busi- 
iiess 'done, or sales of a firm. This would very clearly 
add to the cost of the article produced to the consumer. 
Some have proposed that, in view of the high wages and 
general distribution of prosperity by reason of high 
wages, that much of it could be raised by increasing the 
ibeome tax. 
^ We believe that there is no one thing which people 
Would-be more generous m and more patient with than 
in meeting the tax for this particular cause. We hope 
tjiat fear of the tax payer will not prevent just action 
tfceing taken by Congress before adjournment.
